A report made to the city council 


the at its regular monthly meeting held 


this week showed that a supply of 
soft water can be obtained to supply 
the proposed system of waterworks 
for the city by extending the supply 
pipes about two miles farther west. 


The city council immediately au- 


thorized Mayor Newell to make a 
thorough examination of the water 
in that vicinity, the extent of the 
supply, its accessibility, etc., and re- 
port at an adjourned meeting of the 
council to be held next Monday night 


The proposed source of supply is 


located near the Jack Mitchell place, 
near Glencoe, and persons who are 
familiar with the territory and have 
used the water m that vicinity say 
the water is soft, absolutely pure and 
that the 
supply is inexhaustible. 


Several members of the counc.l will 
accompany the mayor when he makes, 
his investigation, which will be dona 
as toon as weather condit'ons 
will 


permit. 


'If it is decide'd to get the water 


tor the proposed sya*em from the 
vicinity of the Mitchell place, the 
only change required in the plana 
an<l specifications adopted will be 
extending the supply pipe line to that 
locality, and locating the pumping 
plant at the source of supply, aa it 
is figured the water will not come by 
gravity from there. 
In the plans 


adopted tt>e pumping plant is to bo 
located west qfc My-rtle street south 
of the branch railroad track, and the 
same machinery and plant can be 
installed at the well to pump the wa- 
ter to the city and force it into the 
proposed reservoir and standpipe to 
be located on the Pity lot.

Joint session with the Semlnole com- 
missioners at Sanford a week from 
next Saturday. 


Most of the county commissioners 


seemed heartily in favor of the oppor- 
tunity to have a bridge constructed 
and thus enable the residents of the 
Interior to get to the coast. 


A number of Influential citizens ad 


dressed the meeting 
favoring 
the 


^granting of the franchise but a couple 
of men spoke in opposition to the pro- 
ject, favoring a county-owned bridge. 
It was explained that Volusia county 
was in no position to build a bridge 
and that the proposed franchise gave 
the counties of Volusia and Semlnole 
the option to purchase the bridge at 
the end of ten years at a price to be 
fixed by 
arbitration. 
The 
general 


consensus of opinion here is that Mr 
Sholtz deserves encouragement in the 
"nerve" he displays in being willing 
to finance the undertaking, and that 
no other person could be found who 
would be willing to take the chances 
on the investment that Mr. Sholtz will 
be taking. It is thought that at the 
joint meeting of the two boards the 
matter will be harmoniously adjusted 
and the franchise granted by Seminole 
county, the same as has been done 
by Volusla county.

PENINSULA READY FOR SHELL 


Unless all signs fall, by another year 


a bridge will span the St Johns river 
at Harden (or Munroe or Beck—the 
place being the same) ferry, connect, 
ing the counties of Volusia and Sem 
Inole 


The Volusia county commissioners, 


in session Monday evening, granted to 
Michael Sholtx, of Daytona, a franchise 
lor a term of ten years to maintain 
a toll bridge across the river at this 
point, which is approximately 1,510 
feet in width. 


The commissioners also entered into 


a contract with Mr Sholtz conditioned 
to extend the franchise for another 
term of ten years at the expiration of 
the present franchise, or else join with 
Semlnole county in buying the bridge 
from Mr. Sholtz at a price to be fixed 
by arbitration. A bond in the sum of 
$1,000 was exacted from Mr. Sholtz 
conditioned that the bridge be kept in 
good repair, and he was granted 18 
months in which to complete the 
bridge after the war department shall 
have granted permission to construct 
it Mr. Sholtz states, however, that 
the bridge will, in all probability, be 
completed some time next summer. 


Tolls not to exceed the following 


rate* are authorized to be charged: 
Daylight: Automobile, each way, BO 
ceats; team, 60 cents; single horse, 25 
cents; foot passengers (with bicycle 
or motorcyle) 
25 cents. Night toll 


rates will be exactly double the day 
toll*.

The other evening, leaving the 


trenches of the first line, w* went 
about to press the hands of our sol- 
diers through the shelters flanking the 
hill, where they came every three days 
to lie. And then, after I had seen a 
little teasing of the Prussian*, I waa 
led into a little wood, 300 meters dis- 
tant from their line. One of them 
was stationed in advance, standing be- 
tween two apple trees. We looked 
at him. He gazed back at us. And 
no one on either side moved. 


Twilight was descending. Between 


that man and us lay the bodies of dead 
men which could not be gathered up. 
I shall never forget the sinister spot, 
and the harmony between living be- 
ings and landscape. Is It possible that 
our rich plains have come to such 
desolation; that the best, morally and 
physically, of France, are bidden in 
these kennels of beasts, and that ideas 
of hate and of death alone occupy the 
minds of the millions of individuals 
who face each other along this im- 
mense line of battle? Of what dreams 
that Prussian before me, as he 
watches me through the mist of eve- 
ning?

That duty Is evident, certain. But 
how deep do its roots strike down Into 
darkness!

Then -we -went on again into toe si 
lence and into the thickening night 
That ending of our visit to the ad- 
vance posts resembled a return ol 
late hunters in autumn, but mingled 
with it was an extraordinary disquiet 
of heart 
Never have 1 known such 


a vital feeling of brotherhood"as on 
that Journey; never a more profound 
sense of the mystery in which bur ex- 
istence is bathed. 


All around us now there TeignM un- 


imaginable silence, and one distin- 
guished objects SO paces away with 
difficulty. 


"Be careful'" said my companion 


to me. "You have the river on your 
toft" 


We arrived finally at a point where 


the plain is cut away abruptly into 
a deep valley, and leaning over, I saw 
far below me, at the foot of the cliff 
on which we stood, little pools (till 
beneath tall poplars. 
Their waters 


•hone with a sinister light through 
the rifts of a shroud of fog. Mournful 
vapors rose and grouped themselves 
In great moving masses. 


'There," I said, "is the kingdom of 


desolation " 


Wounded Man on the Marsh**. 
During five days we had seen and 


had listened to a wounded German, 
whom no one could relieve He was 
one of a patrol upon which we fired. 
His comrades had saved themselves 
without a thought of carrying film 
with them. The poor devil lay there 
with a broken thigh As you can Me, 
t was not easy to go hunting for him 
in 
those 
ravines 
and concealed 


marshes. At last, on the fifth day, we 
were able to parry him to our ambu- 
lance, where he died, thanking us. 


You will be interested, I believe, in 


the emotions which animated that Ger- 
man, 
wounded and abandoned. 


What emotions? 
Very subtle and quite beautiful 
One hoar afterward, when we bad 


arrived at our quarters, and, before 
everything else, even before I bad rid 
myself of my uniform and of the 
mad which stained me to the shoul- 
ders. I asked my friendly guide t» 
nark our course for me on a chart, 
and then to give me the last menage 
of the Prussian of the marshes. 


The Utter of Farawsll. 


Here It tnc page upon -which are 


mingled, la startling manner, tho 
mists of Germany and of the Fronch 
valley, which be with his companion* 
came to desolate. I have changed noth- 
ing. I have transcribed exactly the 
final written pages of the llttl* note- 
book »«ich he carried in his pocket: 


"If that be the will of the All-Power- 


ful, let this be my last farewell

French ball (track me while on patroL 
t wounded me In the right kni* la 


each other new hands anew, beside 
streams of silver and crystal. 


"Farewell, farewell; here on earth 


or beyond there, in the light 


"Signed, Wilhelm Baumer." 


This is what he wrote, in the si 


lence of death, Us eyes, bright with fe- 
ver, turned to the heavens—the Prus- 
sian soldier, Wilhelm Baumer. An< 
at the moment, as I transcribe thai 
strange paper, full of delirium and ol 
religious fervor, I Bee again that sky 
without a moon which, the other eve- 
ning, stretched solemnly above those 
marshes. 
What Germanic thought 


transported that Invader, upon the bor- 
der of a French river! Do the fairies 
of the Rhine accompany these barbari- 
ans? Did the water-nymph weep be- 
side him, when he was abandoned by 
his brothers? 
Did she dry his face 


with her green tresses? One thing la 
certain, that he was picked up and 
cared for by the generosity of the 
French. 


Gods of German* «nd French. 
What is it that I wish to prove by 


this short quotation? Nothing pre- 
cisely In the order of logic. It is an 
impression which occupies my mind 
and which I have retained from among 
a thousand Impressions of the field of 
battle. Perhaps I shall not find, in the 
haste of my work of the day, the 
words to express all that it holds of 
emotion. But it is manifest to me, 
that, among all the horrors which the 
Germans have come to create method- 
ically in our country, we continue, on 
our side as well, the one and the other, 
to be accompanied by our gods, as a 
man is followed by his shadow. 


The 
profound 
instinct 
which 


breathed In that rider of the North 
takes form, finds words Near to death 
beneath the poplars of France, his 
spirit already half-separated from his 
body, he returned to the vague poesy 
of the Germans He drew away from 
his labor of the field of battle. And 
we, too, we French, have also a re- 
serve force, which completes and 
makes perfect our warlike vallance. 
I mean that generosity which drives 
us to risk our lives to succor an en- 
emy disarmed and in agony.—Trans- 
lated for the New York E'venlng 
Post, by Malcolm W. Davis.

dressed a communication to the Vo- 
lusla county board of education, mak- 
ing the recommendation that a cen- 
tral high school be established %ln 
the county and suggested Daytona as 
the logical location, because it will 
have adequate buildings, is centrally 
located, is the largest high school in 
the county, and already ranks as 
one of the best high schools of Flor- 
ida 


The matter Is now up to the school 


board and it is likely that as soon as 
Daytona builds the additions con- 
templated to its school .that the new 
courses will be established. A bus- 
iness course will allow students the 
same facilities for acquiring a busi- 
ness education as the regular business 
colleges now give, and the normal 
course will allow prospective teachers 
,o prepare for their duties while at- 
tending high school, graduation from 
the normal course automatically giv- 
ing them a two-year certificate to 
teach In Volusla county. 


All students who pass the eighth 


year are eligible to the business 
course 
The establishment of a cen- 


tral high school In Daytona will mean 
much to the city, as it will draw pupils 
from neighboring cities

at Harden (or Munroe or Beck—the

The Volusia county commissioners, 


in session Monday evening, granted to 
Michael Sholtx, of Daytona, a franchise 
tor a term of ten years to maintain 
a toll bridge across the river at this 
point, which is approximately 1,510 
feet in width. 


The commissioners also entered into 


a contract with Mr Sholtz conditioned 
to extend the franchise for another 
term of ten years at the expiration of 
the present franchise, or else join with 
Semlnole county in buying the bridge 
from Mr. Sholtz at a price to be fixed 
by arbitration. A bond in the sum of 
$1,000 was exacted from Mr. Sholtz 
conditioned that the bridge be kept In 
good repair, and he was granted 18 
months in which to complete the 
bridge after the war department shall 
have granted permission to construct 
it Mr. Sholtz states, however, that 
the bridge will, in all probability, be 
completed some time next summer.

Full of Subtle and Very Beautiful Emotions 


ty MAURICB BARRES of th.

The other evening, leaving the 


trenches of the first line, w« went 
about to press the hands of our sol- 
diers through the shelters flanking the 
hill, where they came every three days 
to lie. And then, after I had seen a 
little teasing of the Prussian*, I waa 
led into a little wood, 300 meters dis- 
tant from their line. One of them 
was stationed in advance, standing be- 
tween two apple trees. We looked 
at him. He gazed back at us. And 
no one on either side moved. 


Twilight was descending. Between 


that man and us lay the bodies of dead 
men which could not be gathered up. 
I shall never forget the sinister spot, 
and the harmony between living be- 
ings and landscape. Is it possible that 
our rich plains have come to such 
desolation; that the best, morally and 
physically, of France, are hidden in 
these kennels of beasts, and that ideas 
of hate and of death alone occupy the 
minds of the millions of individuals 
who face each other along this im- 
mense line of battle? Of what dreams 
that Prussian 
before me, as he 


watches me through the mist of eve- 
ning? He thinks of annihilating me, 
and I, In the same way, think of de- 
stroying him 
These are 
circum- 


stances in which the most particular j 
spirit loses its identity in all the 
others, in which no soul is kept apart 
That duty Is evident, certain. But 
how deep do its roots strike down into 
darkness! 


Pact* and Mysterlee. 


In vain did my companion—no one 


better experienced in the affairs of 
this war—continue to give me interest- 
ing details by the thousand. Behind 
the facts there raises Itself a barrier 
of mystery. And while we went back 
through the stretch of country to 
which this campaign has comq. I nev- 
er ceased to ponder upon it. 


From time to time we came upon 


people of our side, cooking in the lit- 
tle hollows of the plain. They were 
laughing, chatting among themselves. 
Then we went on again into the si 
lence and into the thickening night 
That ending of our visit to the ad- 
vance posts resembled a return of 
late hunters in autumn, but mingled 
with it was an extraordinary disquiet 
of heart 
Never have 1 known such 


a vital feeling of brotherhood"as on 
that Journey; never a more profound 
sense of the mystery in which our ex- 
istence Is bathed. 


All around us now there reigned un- 


imaginable silence, and one distin- 
guished objects SO paces away with, 
difficulty.

Th* Utter of Farewell.
